Requests by city employes for 
major salary increases, costing 
an estimated $2,844,300 annual- 
ly, were taken under considera- 
tion by the Civil Service Com- 
mission last night after a meet- 
ing with union representatives.

ing rates paid by industry for 
comparable work in the St. Louis 
area. 

Webb led a delegation of un- 
fon officers representing most 
of the 27 AFL unions with mem- 
bers employed by the city. Mem- 
bers of the group presented data 
to substantiate their requests at 
the meeting, held at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts building. 

‘Unrest Has Boiled Over.’ 


“Unrest” among city em- 
ployes “has already boiled over,” 
Vebb told the commission. He 
referred to last Wednesday’s 
one-day walkout of 120 AFL 
electricians employed by the 
city. The walkout was halted 
after the commission agreed to 
hold a meeting. 

City employes, Webb said, 
“are subsidizing the city by 
working for less than is paid 
for comparable work by indus- 
try.” He urged the commission 
to recommend payment of the 
prevailing industry rate where 
such comparative figures are 
available. 

Chairman Harry L. Simmons 
of the Civil Service Commission 
told the union group the com- 
mission “will do everything pos- 
sible to expedite” its study of 
the wage demands. If approved, 
the wage requests would require 
sweeping adjustments in the 
city’s salary classification set-up. 

No Date Set for Decision. 


Simmons, however, refused to 
agree to a request by James 
Quinn of Local 1, AFL electrical 
workers, that the commission 
hand down its recommendations 
within two weeks. Simmons said 
the commission “cannot set a 
definite date.” 

Recommendations of the 
three-man Civil Service Com- 
mission will be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen for final acfion. 
The commission, in a ruling last 
month, turned down a new Ssal- 
ary schedule suggested by City 
Personnel Director R. Elliott 
Scearce, whose plan would have 
added about $1,200,000 to the 
present city payroll of $26,000,- 
000 a year. 

Principal items in the union 
requests are demands by 3700 
city employes represented by 
the AFL State, County and 
Municipal Employes Union, and 
by Local 73, AFL Firefighters’ 
Union, representing 1025 city 
firemen. 

Stan Zagol, business repre- 
sentative for the municipal 
workers union, said his group 
is seeking wage increases of $27 
a month. He said the average 
rate paid by industry for com- 
parable work is $312 monthly 
and the city average is $285. 

“Nineteen per cent of city em- 
ployes represented by our union 
are paid less than $200 a month,” 
Zagol told the commission. 
“Thirty-eight per cent are paid 
less than $235 a month and 50 
pér cent less than $250 a 
month,” he added.

Shot to death in a phone 
booth as he tried to place a 
long-distance call to Los An- 
geles was John Elgin Johnson, 
34-year-old former bank robber 
wanted for parole violation and 
as a murder suspect. 

Agent J. Brady Murphy, 36, 
of the Baltimore office, was shot 
in the abdomen and died about 
4 a.m. at a hospital. Agent Ray 
Fox, 39, was shot in the hip. 

Opens Fire in Booth. 

They were leading a squad of 
FBI men up the steps when 
Johnson—being stalled by a Los 
Angeles‘ operator on his call 
until officers could get there— 
suddenly turned and opened 
fire through the glass door of 
the booth. 

Murphy sagged to the floor 
and his pisto! rolled under a 
chair, Fox fell backward 
toward the stairs. Other agents 
moved up emptying their pistols 
into the booth, 

Johnson, hit by two bullets in 
the right side of the chest and 


‘one which grazed his face, 


slumped against the door of the 
phone booth, jamming it tight. 

“He didn’t get out of the 
booth—not till we pulled him 
out,” said Scott Alden, special 
agent in charge of the FBI here. 

Phone Booth Riddled. 

The phone booth was riddled 
with bullet holes, the telephone 
book was punctured and shat- 
tered glass lay around the floor. 

It was over so quickly only a 
few theater patrons sensed any- 
thing amiss. A small crowd of 
curious, near the back of the 
theater where they could Hear 
shots, was in the lobby when 
Johnson and the wounded agents 
were taken out. 

Alden said Johnson had a rec- 
ord “a yard long” going back 
to 1935. FBI records show he 
drew a 15-year sentence for 
bank robbery in 1941 and was 
sent to the McNeil island fed- 
eral prison. A “rough prisoner,” 
he was later transferred to Al- 
catraz prison. He was condition- 
ally released from Alcatraz last 
March 20. 

Wanted for Murder. 

In addition to violating that 
release he was wanted for ques- 
tioning in the death of a Hunt- 
ington Park (Calif.) man found 
strangled in his shower Aug. 4. 

Alden explained setting of the 
trap this way: 

The Los Angeles FBI called 
the Baltimore office yesterday 
to say Johnson was in Baltimore, 
had made a phone call to the 
West Coast city and was sup- 
posed to call back last night. 

Alden placed groups of agents 
around the city late yesterday: 
About 7:30 last night, Johnson 
walked into the Town theater 
and placed his call. (Alden said 
he thought Johnson was calling 
someone on a Los Angeles news- 
paper). 

The Los Angeles operator 
stalled him while the call was 
traced in Baltimore and the 
word flashed to the FBI. The 
group nearest the theater headed 
for the phone booth. 

Agents said Johnson seemed 
to half turn, as from an instinc- 
tive warning, just as they 
reached the top of the stairs, 
and the firing began. 

He was carrying a P-38 Ger- 
rhan automatic in a hip holster. 
Also found on him was $127 in 
bills and $7.40 in change, most 

of it in quarftrs apparently for 
use in making the phone eall, 
and five diamond rings.

HURRICANE. HITS 
NORTHWESTERN 
FLORIDA COAST, 


90 MPH. GALES 


Winds Sweep Sparsely- 
Settled Area — 9-Inch 
Rain During Night at 
Eglin Base — Damage 
Reported as Minor. 


PANAMA CITY, Fla., Sept. 
26 (AP)—A gulf hurricane with 
winds of 90 miles an hour swept 
across the northwestern coast of 
Florida today, but struck with 
greatest force in a thinly-popu- 
lated area where damage was 
minor. 

Around noon, as the storm 
center moved inland, it was cen- 
tered just east of Fort Walton. 
It was traveling north-north- 
eastward about 15 miles an 
hour. 

Strong winds preceding the 
storm center ripped through 
Crestview, 25 miles north of 
Fort Walton, causing roof dam- 
age to several houses, the high- 
way patrol reported. Chestview 
is about 12 miles south of the 
Alabama line. | 

The winds “will diminish 
slowly during the day as the 
storm continues,” the weather 
bureau advisory added. “Heavy 
rains and high winds are ex- 
pected in southeast Alabama 
and southwest Georgia _ this 
afternoon and in east central 
Alabama and west. central 
Georgia tonight.” 

Torrential Rain. 


Torrential rain came with the 
storm: Shattered signboards, un- 
roofed beach cottages, some 
highways blocked by high water 
or fallen trees, and similar mi- 
nor damage were reported, but 
nowhere were there casualties 
or major structural damage. 


Many offices and shop were 
closed. Schools had been dis- 
missed for the weekend. There 
was a rush to buy candles, flash- 
lights and emergency cooking 
equipment in the face of power 
failure. 

Rex Thomas, Associated Press 
reporter, drove from Fort Wal- 
ton on the Gulf coast to Val- 
paraiso, the site of Elgin Air 
Force Base, through pouring 
rain, heavy wind and visibility 


no heavy damage. 
‘ “Thel wind rocked our car 
badly and we could make only 
25 miles an hour against it, but 
we had no real trouble,” said 
Thomas. 

90-Mile Winds. 


Shalimar, a small town throug 

Shalimar, a small town 
through which Thomas passed, 
reported 80-mile winds, the 
highest measured on the ground 
in the storm area. The 90-mile 
winds were estimated on the 
basis of aerial observation. 


About 225 persons spent the 
night in schools equipped as 
storm shelters at Fort Walton. 

Elgin Air Force base regis- 
tered 77-mile winds, with the 
center still approaching. The 
overnight rain there totaled 9.92 
inches. 

Harold Parr, another Associ- 
ated Press staffer in the storm 
area, was at Long Beach, 15 
miles west of Panama City, when 
the center began to cross the 
coast. The winds near the calm 
center struk with “very great 
force,” said Parr. 

Gale force winds at Pensacola, 
at the western fringe of the 
hurricane, twisted a 45-foot 
section of a tower of Radio sta- 
tion WCOA, Telephone poles, 
trees and road signs were 
toppled and a screen at a drive- 
in theater collapsed. The coastal 
highway between Pensacola and 
Panama City was_ reported 
blocked in some sections. 

Southern Bell Telephone Co. 
reported more phones out of 
service from rain than from 
wind, and released standby re- 
pair crews held in readiness in 
the storm area. 

The fishing town of Apalachi- 
cola (population 3000), between 
Panama City and Tallahassee, 
was reported isolated by high 
water, but radio contact was 
maintained. 

Rain fell in Panama City, a 
city of 30,000, at a rate of more 
than an inch an hour, totaling 
3.66 inches in three hours. 

Hundreds of persons were re- 
ported in shelters along the 
caastal stretch. 

Rains spread out ahead of the 
hurricane.

Earlier, angry anti-Commu- 
nist prisoners delivered by the 
Allies to Indian custodial troops 
seized an Indian major and held 
him hostage for 90 minutes. He 
was finally released when the 
Indian commander chided the 
Chinese for lack of hospitality. 

Sixty-six other Chinese pris- 
oners — mostly officers — an- 
nounced Saturday they have 


changed their minds on repatri- 
ation and now want to return to 
Red China. If the Repatriation 
Commission agrees to their re- 
quest, it will bring to 99 the 
number of Chinese and Korean 
prisoners who decided to go 
home after all. This is the larg- 
est single group to switch, 

23 Americans Held. 

The anti-Red Chinese as well 
as 23 Americans, one Briton and 
335 South Koreans are being 
held for interviews by represen- 
tatives of their home countries.

Guards Rush Prisoners. 

Ten members of the Indian 
guard detachment rushed in 
with sticks and fought for three 
minutes with some 500 P.O.W.s 
armed with spiked tent poles. 
The demonstration broke out 
after one prisoner changed his 
mind and asked to be sent back 
to the Communists. 

The flare-up subsided and the

WORK WEEK FAILS 
TO UNDERGO USUAL 
BOOST IN AUGUST 
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WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—The factory work week was 


practically unchanged between 
July and August, a period which 
usually finds a slight seasonal 
increase, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported today. Gross 
hourly pay for production work- 
ers was unchanged at $1.77, 11 
cents more than in August a 
year ago. 

The work week, at 40.5 hours 
in mid-August, was the same as 
last year and only half an hour 
below the post-World War II 
peak for the month, reached in 
1950. 

The usual pickup ifn hours 
failed to materialize in several 
durable goods industries, such 
as lumber, metals, machinery 
and transportation equipment. 
Curtailed output pf farm imple- 
ments brought the August work 
week to the lowest point for this 
time of year since 1949. 

In soft-goods industries, such 
as clothing, rubber and leather, 
the July-to-August increases in 
hours also were smaller than ex- 
pected. In comparison to past 
years, only the food industry 
group showed a longer work 
week.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
~The United States and Spain 
today signed a 20-year defense 
agreement giving this country 
the right to develop and use 
naval and air bases on Spanish 
soil and assuring Spain of mili- 
tary equipment from the United 
States. 

The historic action brought 
Franco's Spain, long shunned 
by the victors of World War II, 
into partnership with the United 
States in the West's defense 
against the danger of Soviet at- 
tack. 

Ambassador James C. Dunn 
and Spanish Foreign Minister 
Alberto Martin Artajo also 
signed economic assistance and 
mutual defense assistance agree- 
ments, the latter spelling out 
the specific conditions under 
which Spain will receive mili- 
tary aid. 

$226,000,000 for Spain. 

The State Department made 
public the text of the three 
agreements together with a 
statement saying that assistance 
to Spain totaling $226,000,000 


.| will be supplied under the mu- 


tual security program during the 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 

The announcement said that 
$85,000,000 will be for defense 
support assistance — meaning 
various uses in some way con- 
tributing to the development of 
military strength—and $141,- 
000,000 for actual military 
equipment. 

While the State Department 
refused to identify the bases in- 
volved in the agreements signed 
today at Madrid, it was under- 
stood there were at least six, 
Advance speculation has cen- 
tered on Wnited States use of 
naval bases at Cadiz, Cartagena 
and El Ferrol and air bases in ' 
the vicinity of Madrid, Barce- 
lona and Seville. All are dee 
scribed as in need of consider- 
able expansion. Madrid sources 
also mentioned ports at Valen- 
cia, and Mahon on Minorca. 

Would Modernize Forces. 

A major: aim of the United 
States aid to Spain is to mod- 
ernize, in some degree and over 
a period of years, the Franco 
government's army and naval 
forces. The army is now esti- 
mated to include 30 divisions. 

The master defense agree- 
ment committed Spain to let 
the United States “develop, 
maintain and utilize for military 
purposes, jointly with the gov- 
ernment of Spain, such areas 
and facilities in territory under 
Spanish jurisdiction as may be 
agreed upon by the competent 
authorities of both govern- 
ments.” 

The specific bases, to be 
initially developed by the United 
States at a cost in addition to 
the $226,000,000 for Spanish aid, 
were not named in the defense 
agreement. 

It was understood that they 
will be disclosed later. 

The agreements became effec- 
tive upon signature and the main 
defense agreement stated that 
it would: be in force “for a pe- 
riod of 10 years, automatically 
extended for two successive pe- 
riods of five years” unless forme 
ally terminated by either party, 

Executive Agreements. 

The signing of the documents, 
which State Department officials 
described as executive agrec- 
ments not subject to Senate 
ratification, marked a sweeping 
revolution in United States rela- 
tions with the Franco governe- 
ment in Spain. 

United States military plan- 
ners against Russian aggression 
have long sought to bridge the 
strategic gap that resulted from 
the lack of Spanish participation 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

The defense agreement opened 
with a statement to the effect 
that the two governments, 
“faced with the danger that 
threatens the Western world,” 
had made their agreement in 
order to increase the total ca- 
pacity of the west for self- 
defense. 

The negotiations for the bases 
began 17 months ago after a 
determination by the American 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that Spain 
was of strategic importance to 
the defense of the United States, 
Prior to that there had been a 
series of informal contracts be- 
tween Washington and Madrid 
indicating a willingness on both 
sides to do business.

No Basic Policy Shift.

They said 
it simply demonstrates the 
Treasury's “flexible” program, 
under which interest rates will 
be kept just high enough to at- 
tract buyers for its securities. 

However, the “market changes” 
which Humphrey mentioned were 
chiefly rises in the price of fed- 
eral bonds. Under a “flexible” 
policy, therefore, a continued 
strong trend of prices and de- 
mand could mean interest reduc- 
tions on additional securities is- 
sues in the future. 

Some officials, on -the~ other 
hand, say the savings notes may 
prove to be a special case. There 
have been signs, these officials 
explained, that the interest rate 
was set so high as to create an 
abnormal demand for that type 
of securitv, to the disadvantage 
of other Government issues. 

Humphrey’s action, in~« any 
case, was his first opportunity to 
prove tnat the “flexible” policy 
can mean lower interest rates as 
well as higher. 

Sold Mostly to Corporations. 

The savings notes affected are 
sold primarily to corporations 
which wish to invest for short 
periods the money which they 
are setting aside for taxes or 
holding in reserve for other pur- 
poses, 

The notes are not marketable, 
but may be redeemed for cash 
or used in payment of taxes after 
they have been held at least four 
months. 

The Series B notes placed op 
sale four months ago offered 
substantially higher rates than 
the Series A three-year notes 
which they replaced. Series B 
notes paid 2.16 per cent if held 
six months, 2.33 per cent after 
a year, 2.41 after 18 months and 
2.47 if held for the full two 
years to maturity. 

The forthcoming series will 
pay less, but probably not as 
little as the Series A_ notes; 
their rates were 1.44 per cent 
at six months, 1.62 at one year, 
1.78 at two years, and 1.88 at 
three years. 


Agriculture Department Boosts 
Lending Fees to Banks. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (UP) 
—The Department of Agricul- 
ture, in a move to hold down 
'Government spending and en- 
courage lending by private 
agencies, yesterday increased 
fees paid banks for handling 
farm price support loans. 

Banks now get 2%4 per cent 
of the 4 per cent interest rate 
now charged farmers for price 
support loans on grains and 
other commodities. Under the 
| new plan, they will get another 
14 per cent as a “service” pay- 
ment. In effect this boosts the 
bank share of the interest rate 
to 3 per cent. 

The department also said the

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‘Reasonable’ Atomic Defense 
Reported Planned by Council 


Regard to 


National Security Board Said to Want to 
Avoid All-Out Move With No 


Expense. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—The National Security Council- 
has reached a decision to launch 
a program of “reasonable” de- 
fense preparations against 
atomic attack, it was reported 
last night. 
| However, well-informed 
| sources said the council, the top 
strategy-policy group headed by 
President Eisenhower, believes 


early expansion should be on a 
modest financial] scale. 


It was not deemed necessary, 
these sources reported, to put 
work on a “crash” basis—that is, 
ordered rushed to completion 
without regard to expense. 


The deciston unquestionably 
was spurred by the growing 
strength of Russia‘s air and 
atomic power, notably the Soviet 
claim of mastery over the hydro- 
gen bomb. 


The small-scale beginning 
presumably was dictated by a 
widely discussed military factor 
as well as by the Administra- 
tion’s effort to economize. 

The military angle hinges on 
contentions that, no matter how 
well protected by radar, warn- 
ings and interceptor planes, the 
United States can not keep a big 
and determined air attacker 
from dumping at least one nu- 
clear bomb on a target city. 
Power to strike back with nu- 
clear weapons is the key to de- 
fense, it is argued, and money 
for bombs and bombers should 
not be drained off to pay for 
defenses which can not be made 
foolproof. 


Meanwhile, Senator Cordon 
(Rep.), Oregon, a member of the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee, said he doubted that 
the hydrogen bomb would ever 
be used in warfare. 

“I don’t expect-to see an H- 
bomb exploded in my lifetime,” 
Cordon told an interviewer. “In 
the course of time, you are going 
to get an agreement in that 
field.” 

The United States has ad- 
vanced a plan in the United Na- 
tions for barring atomic weap- 
ons, under a rigid system of in- 
ternational inspection and con- 
trol. Its approval has been 


blocked by Russia, which has 
urged A-bomb prohibitions 
minus checkups. 

Cordon. said, however, he 
|thought the Soviet Union would 
take “a second look” if a war 
appeared close. 

He recalled that poison gas 
was outlawed after World War I 
and was not used in World War 
Il. Neither side wanted to be 
the first to use it, he said, be- 
cause of fear of retaliation in 
kind, 

“Reasonable” defense prepara- 
tions are necessary, Cordon said, 
but he declared there was no 
need for embarking on a vastly 
enlarged continental defense 
system. 


Van Fleet Doubts Russia Would 
Launch A-Bomb Attack. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Sept. 26 (UP)—Gen. James A. 
Van Fleet, here to address the 
National Exchange Club conven- 
tion today, said he doubted if 
Russia would launch a hydrogen 
bomb attack against the United 
States. ) 

The retired Eight Army com- 
mander said in an interview yes- 
terday that the Soviet Union 
doesn’t have the strength to fol- 
low up an atomic-hydrogen bomb 
attack with an invasion. 

Van Fleet, fresh from a trip 
‘to Korea on civilian relief busi- 
‘ness, ‘said the Russian lack of 
strength is due to United States 
industrial superiority. 

“We will always stay ahead 
of them in the industrial race,” 
he said. 

Van Fleet said he did not 
doubt the Russians have atomic 
weapons and know how to make 
the H-bomb. But he said Russia 
would continue to seek its ends 
in civil wars. 

“Russia undoubtedly has the 
bomb (H-bomb), they know how 
to make it,” but they would 
have to produce enough of the 
bombs and deliver enough of 
them with the promise of suc- 
cess and “then they would have 
to follow up with an invasion. 
They can’t do it,” he said. 

He called the Soviet cold-war 
tactics the “winning formula in 
taking over all of eastern Eu- 
rope and a good part of Asia 
during the past 10 years.” 


ISRAEL OFFICIALS 
TELL OF PLAN FOR 
A NEW BOND ISSUE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—Delegates to the national eco- 
nomic conference for Israel 
gathered today to hear plans for 
a new bond issue to aid the 
young republic’s economy. 

David Horowitz, governor of 
the Central Bank of Israel, and 
Abba Eban, Israeli ambassador 
to the United States, were on 
hand to explain their govern- 
ment’s plan for. a new loan to be 
floated after May 1, 1954. That 
date marks the end of the sale 
period for a $500,000,000 issue 
first offered in 1951. 

On the eve of the conference, 
Levi Eshkol, Israel finance min- 
ister, said in a message to ‘the 
conference that Israel bond dol- 
lars are the “core” of the na- 
tion’s development budget and 
are “now more vital than ever.” 
He stated that “each year brings 
Israel closer to its goals in food 
production. irrigation, power, 
transport, mining, industry, 
housing—the sinews of self- 
support.”

IISDEADINWAKE 
OF TYPHOON IN JAPAN 


U. §S. Soldier Drowned— 
American Bases. Heavily 
Damaged by Storms, 


| TOKYO, Sept. 26 (AP)—A 
‘typhoon swept over Japan's 
main island last night and early 
‘today, sideswiped the teeming 
Tokyo area and left in its wake 
at least 115 dead, including one 
American soldier, and millions 
of dollars in property damage. 

Skies cleared today as the 
storm swirled into the north Pa- 
cific whtre it began breaking up. 

The American soldier drowned 
at Camp Maizuru in southern 
Japan, His name was withheld, 


The storm killed 114 Japanese, 
and left 288 missing and 259 in- 
jured, Japanese national police 
said, Hundreds of thousands of 
Japanese were left homeless. 

American bases in Japan suf- 
fered damage estimated official- 
ly at millions of dollars. A 
United States Army spokesman 
said damage at Camp Otsu near 
Tokyo will run to $1,900,000. A 
landslide damaged the heating 
plant and an ammunition depot 
at Camp Misuru. Five ware- 
houses collapsed at the Kobe 
quartermaster depot. 

Thirty-eight United States 
Army buildings‘ in Tokyo were 
damaged and six small buildings 
were destroyed. 

Only minor damage was re- 
ported at United States Air 
Force bases. 


1000 Killed by Typhoon in Indo- 
china—200,000 Homeless. 
SAIGON, Indochina, Sept. 26 

(AP)—Nearly 1000 persons are 

known to have been killed by a 

typhoon which struck the coast 

of central Indochina, Pham Van 

Giao, governor of central Viet 

Nam, announced today. 

It was feared the death toll 
may reach 2000. The typhoon 
yesterday pushed flood waters 
over the whole region around 
Hue. At least 200,000 were left 
homeless after the winds and 
floods swept away their straw 
huts.

RAILWAY EXPRESS ORDERS 
EMBARGO IN PITTSBURGH 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 26 
(UP) — The Railway Express 
Agency blocked al] rail and air 
express shipments to Pittsburgh 
and nearby western Pennsyl- 
vania points today in a nation- 
wide embargo brought on by a 
walkout of 400 employes here. 

The strike, now in its third 
day, bottled up quantities of 
perishable goods in the com- 
pany’s terminals as supervisory 
employes attempted to make de- 
liveries. 

The company filed suit for a 
temporary injunction against 
picketing and asked for $2,000,- 
000 damages “or such sum as 
may be found to be just” by the 
court. Officers of Local 2158, 
Brotherhood of Railways and 
Steamship Clerks were ordered 
to appear before common pleas 
court Judge John Drew to state 
their side of the dispute. 

Union president Harry T. 
Schultz said that the expressmen 
were prepared to continue their 
“membership meeting” indefi- 
nitely until the company agrees 
to bargain on union demands 
for higher wages and other is- 
sues, 


REDS TO FREE 5 NORWEGIANS 
WHO FOUGHT IN GERMAN ARMY 


MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
told the Norwegian embassy yes- 
terday Russia is willing to re- 
lease five Norwegians who 
served in the German Army in 
World War II and have since 
been held in Soviet prison 
camps. The embassy said it ex- 
pected the men to be handed 
over soon. 

An embassy spokesman said 
his Government still seeks re- 
patriaton of a number of other 
Norwegians “detained here for 
various reasons.” 

“He said there were three 
known cases of Norwegians be- 
ing held in addition to the five 
being released and that the So- 
viet Red Cross is investigating 
“still quite a few others.”

As to Drouth Relief 


To the Editor of <he Post-Dispatch: 

I’m writing in regard to a drouth 
feed meeting I attended recently at 
the county court house in West 
Plains, Mo. 


At this meeting each farmer was 
called in separately and interviewed, 
if you could cal] it that; I would 
call it put to the third degree. Then 
a secret ballot was held among 
the four members of the committee. 


If the vote was three yea and one 
nay, the applicant received the feed. 
If the result was a tie vote, no feed. 


Here are some samovles of how 
the committee ruled: One farmer, 
although he does no outside work 
and has no other income than from 
the farm, was not alloted the feed. 
He owns about 100 head of good reg- 
istered cattle and has very little 
roughage on hand except some hay, 
which he had to borrow money to 
buy. Due to the fact that his farm 
is debt free, even though he told the 
committee that he would have to sell 
all except his producing cows, he 
was not considered eligible. 

Another farmer, who has fewer 
cows and plenty of roughage to see 
them through the winter, was al- 
loted the feed because he had a 
greater debt. It looks to me like 
the man who is a little better off 
due to a better job of management, 
perhaps, is bejng penalized by the 
dictators on the drouth committee. 

Another thing that irks me is the 
fact that here in Willow Springs, we 
have had a car of corn on the track 
for approximately two weeks with 
demurrage at the rate of $6 per day 
eating up some of the money zlloted 
for feed. West Plains likewise has 15 
cars sitting on the track. 


Since so many farmers have been 
declared ineligible a car cannot even 
be unloaded. Most of a car of oats 
is now stored in a local building as 
there were not enough applicants 
approved for it. This is one of the 
most flagrant examples of malad- 
ministration I have ever come across. 


These are not only my views but 
the views of the great majority of 
farmers I have talked with. Some- 
thing must be done before the whole 
program, which is basically good, 
folds up.

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What's Happening to FTC? 

Is the Federal Trade Commission losing its 
independence? Stephen J. Spingarn, a retiring 
commissioner, says it is. 

According to Mr. Spingarn, the trend began 
in the Truman Administration with adoption of 
Hoover Commission proposals centralizing power 
in the chairman, who, being designated by the 
President, is “more responsive” to the Chief 
Executive. 

The trend continues in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, Mr, Spingarn says, with a heavy 
cut in funds which will cripple some functions 
-and may eliminate others, and with discharges 
which he suggests are political. 

Regardless of whether the next Administra- 
tion is Democratic or Republican, Mr. Spingarn 
believes the loss of independence will continue 
unless positive steps are taken to restore FTC's 
independent status. : 


What Mr. Spingarn now says about preserving © 


the independence of FTC was said in equally 
strong words by President Eisenhower earlier. 
Said Mr. Eisenhower: “Our laws against unfair 
and destructive pricing practices as well as other 


practices leading to monopoly must be fearless- - 


ly, impartially and energetically maintained and 
enforced.” 

Strong words were used by the Hoover Com- 
mission also, As paraphrased in Nash and 
Lynde’s summary, the Hoover report said: 

The executive branch is to carry out the 
laws and their respective duties in accord- 
ance with the policies of the President, while 
the regulatory agencies, consistent with the 
policy of Congress expressed in the laws, 
should make their determinations upon fac- 
tual investigations. They are not in any way 
to be influenced by the policies of the Ad- 
ministration which, with propriety, are col- 
ored by political policy. 

If the increased powers for the chairman, 
which the Hoover report proposed in the interest 
of.efficiency, are resulting in executive domina- 
tion over FTC as Mr. Spingarn avows, it is 
against the stated intent of the reform, and sec- 
ond thoughts are in order. 

What are the matters of public policy, which 

Mr. Spingarn suspects may be headed for the 
discard? 
’ He fears the Government will drop the civil 
case against an alleged oil cartel, which he says 
has now become additionally responsible for 
the last three months’ increases in oil and 
gasoline prices. 

He fears FTC will be compelled to drop, for 
lack of funds, a project aimed at making con- 
sumer prices more quickly,reflect drops in farm 
prices. A current example is the low price beef 
brings to the cattle-raiser and the much higher 
price charged over the counter, 

Mr. Spingarn fears Congress's intent in clos- 
ing a loophole in the antitrust laws will be frus- 
trated because FTC has been given only half 
enough money to do a minimum job of enforce- 
ment. 

If there are forces within the Administration 
which want to restrict FTC's functions sharply, 
a way is open to them under the American sys- 
tem of separate powers. They can ask Congress 
to change the law. Any such move should in our 
opinion be defeated, but there is nothing to bar 
the attempt. 

There are grave considerations of propriety, 
to say. the least, against trying to nullify the 
law by withholding the funds necessary for its 
enforcement or by: bringing political pressures 
to bear upon the supposedly nonpolitical, inde- 
pendent agency responsible for enforcing it. 
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Warning to the Bench 

The Illinois Supreme Court has just struck a 
strong blow against judicial intimidation. The 
Court pointedly reaffirms the basic right of every 
citizen to petition for redress without fear of 
arbitrary ._.punishment from a trial court judge, 
in a case which came up on appeal from a con- 
tempt conviction by Circuit Judge Frank S. 
Bevan in Logan county of two Lincoln business 
men and their attorney. The issue was far broad- 
er than the individual problems involved. 

Back of the case was a mass citation for con- 
tempt of 575 citizens by Judge Bevan merely 
because they sought a new prosecutor in a local 
embezzlement case. In one of the most bizarre 
actions in judicial history, Judge Bevan had all 
575 brought to court for a seven-hour session 
during which at least half had to stand. 

Ultimately the Judge dropped action against 
all except Leroy W. Clapper and Allen Wyneken, 
leaders in a Good Government Council, and 
their attorney, Nelson Howarth of Springfield. 
These three drew fines and jail sentences for 
contempt of court on a technicality which the 
Supreme Court now says was unsupported by 
findings of fact. 

The Illinois Bar Association entered an inter- 
vening petition which observed that the case 
“has profound implications for the legal profes- 
sion, the judiciary and the citizens of the state.” 
Moreover, the bar group called the whole messy 
business “an impairment of the right of citizens 
to petition.” 

To its everlasting credit the Illinois Bar Asso- 
ciation immediately recognized the threat of in- 
timidation from the bench and fought against it.

We Drop a Newspaper 

From Germany comes the word that Die Neue 
Zeitung, once the dominant, American-published 
newspaper of the postwar years, will be pub- 
lished henceforth only: in Red-surrounded Ber- 
lin. There it still has a circulatéon sOmewhat 
under 45,000. The Frankfurt editio#, serving the 
rest of free Germany with a circulation of a 
little more than 150,000, will be dropped. 

This bit of news carries us back to the 
early days of the Occupation, the days when 
Germany was just beginning to dig itself out 
of the rubble left by the big bombing raids. 
lt was then that a number of publications were 
established by the Americans in Western Ger- 
many to spread information through the coun- 
try while non-Nazi editors were sought to re- 
establish the German press. Those were the 
days when military men still called the Ger- 
mans the “indigenous,” and with a rather un- 
fortunate frankness referred to our paper as 
the “overt” press. Those. were the days, too, 
when Die Neue Zeitung had a circulation close 
to 2,000,000. 

It was inevitable that the Germans should 
turn to their own publications as these grew in 
competence and prestige. Indeed the wisdom of 
continued publication of Die Neue Zeitung by 
the United States became debatable after the es- 
tablishment of an all but sovereign government 
in Bonn and the great change this betokened in 
relations with the former enemy. 

Maybe the $7,200,000 cut in the appropriation 
for the United States high command in Ger- 
many had more than a little to do with the 
curtailment of Die Neue Zeitung which was 
costing us $2,000,000 a year. Even without this 


consideration, its suspension makes good sense 


in‘ a West Germany growing steadily in inde- 
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pendence and stability. American relations with 
the Germans are sure to be put more and more 
on a formal diplomatic basis. There is sure to 
be less and less of the intimacy which per- 
force belongs to a newspaper. Too close asso- 
ciation with the daily affairs of people who 
consider themselves free can easily be regarded 
as unwarranted interference. 

\ The wonder is, not that Die Neue Zeitung, 
has now been restricted to Berlin, but that it 
has survived so long as it has. 
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For an Appointed Board 

Should the six-member board of trustees of 
the proposed Metropolitan Sewer District be 
elected or appointed? 

Under the plan of the Board of Freeholders, 
three trustees would be named by the Mayor of 
St. Louis with the approval of a majority of the 
city’s*Circuit Judges; three others would be ap- 
pointed by the County Supervisor with the ap- 
proval of a majority of the county’s Circuit 


‘Judges. No more than two from each jurisdic- 


tion could be of the same political party. 

This would assure representation by both 
parties. The most likely lineup would be a board 
of three Democrats—two from St. Louis, one 
from the county—and three Republicans, two 
from the county and one from the city. And 
surely the appointing authorities would be under 
no little pressure from public opinion to name 
trustees of integrity and quality. 

The freeholders also have attempted to make 
the posts unattractive to the political hack. 
Trustees would have a great deal of responsi- 
bility but would receive very little compensa- 
tion, the theory being that persons accepting 
appointment under such conditions would ‘be 
more likely to put public service above politics 
or petty advantage. 

Proponents of the direct election of trus- 
tees may say it would make the district more 
responsive to the people. This may or may not 
be so. But surely it would be difficult to per- 
suade men of independent mind to buck the 
parties in the primary. Chances are they would 
not run at all. That would leave the field to the 
professionals and, in effect, open ‘the district 
to political infiltration. 

Even worse, in our opinion, would be the elec- 
tion of trustees on a nonpartisan basis in the 
same manner as St. Louis School Board mem- 
bers. This would permit the parties to back a 
candidate without having to publicly assume 
responsibility for his subsequent behavior. 

If the sewer district is to live up to its expec- 
tations, it will have to be kept out of. politics, 
or at least out of the center of the political 
arena. Appointment of trustees in the manner 
now provided by the freeholders appears to be 
the best method of doing so. 
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The Vodka Loyalty Test 

The readiness to drink vodka with Soviet dip- 
lomats is an odd form of loyalty pledge, but that 
is one of the duties of a satellite diplomat, ac- 
cording to Dr. Marek S. Korowicz, the Polish 
delegate to the U.N. who recently made his 
break to the free world. 

Dr. Korowicz had to be urged to take the dele- 
gate’s job which ultimately led him to freedom. 
In arguing against himself he pointed out that 
he did not like vodka, and that the Russians 
distrusted non-drinkers as deviationists. The 
Polish foreign minister replied that this grave 
defect could be easily glossed over by just pre- 
tending to drink with the Russians. 

That, as it happens, was an accomplishment 
of Stalfn himself. During one of the wartime 
conferences with allied leaders, Stalin was ob- 
served to be very skillfully handling the vodka 
problem by taking one swallow and then keeping 
his glass filled with water. The old fox kept 
right abreast of all the toasts and never was 
known to fall under the table, but he did it by 
what can only be regarded as underhanded 
methods. 

Dr. Korowicz does not say what means he em- 
ployed to pass the bibulous loyalty test, but he 
was smart enough at it to get to New York 
without exciting undue suspicion. And his es- 
cape has no doubt caused a sharp rise in vodka 
consumption both in Warsaw and in Moscow. 
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By a Mere Three Votes 

For the second time in less than four months 
the St. Louis Blue Cross chapter’s corporate 
board has declined to authorize full benefits to 
members treated in an osteopathic hospital. 
Members will receive maximum financial help 
only when confined in hospitals staffed by doc- 
tors of medicine. 

Certainly this is a narrow, unfair and arbi- 
trary approach. What is more, it is distinctly a 
minority view. The proposal to bring equity to 
the group hospital plan required a two-thirds 
favorable majority. It lost by.a mere three 
votes, 62 for and 35 against. It lost by six votes 
last June. 

What this means to the future of the Blue 
Cross remains to be seen, but a broad hint came 
from CIO Executive Secretary Oscar Ehrhardt: 


I have come to the conclusion there are 
plans that far excel the Blue Cross and, if 
the medical association which started the 
Blue Cross wants to keep it, we should give 
it back to them. 


It is a possibility that the 35-member minority 
ought not to take lightly. 
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End of a Lawsuit 

After six years of litigation, 5,000,000 words 
of testimony, and an expenditure on both sides 
of something close to $10,000,000, United States 
District Judge Harold R. Medina has ruled 
against the Government in its anti-trust suit 
against 17 Wall Street investment bankers. 

The charge was that the leading underwriters 
of securities issues had conspired to monopolize 
the business. Judge Medina ruled that there was 
no such combination and therefore no monopoly. 

In the nature of things, his judgment has to 
be taken very largely on faith. Few persons can 
conveniently read the 108,000 pages of testimony 
which he heard over the 34 months of trial, and 
so it will simply have to be presumed that a con- 
scientious judge gave a conscientious verdict in 
a case too complicated for most people to follow. 

The case had its origins in the hearings of the 
@emporary National Economic Committee back 
in the 30's. Now that Judge Medina has thrown 
it out, it will be easy to say that the case should 
never have been filed. Assuming that the Depart- 
ment of Justice had enough evidence to warrant 
a trial, still one must question the value of legal 
marathons of this sort which can only be de- 
cided by mountains of evidence and weeks on 
weeks of hearing. , 

An anti-trust case, like any other, ought to be 
susceptible of proof or disproof by a reasonable 
expenditure of legal enérgy. When it takes 
5,000,000 words to establish only’ one side of a 
case—and Judge Medina made his decision 
before the defense ever came to bat—there is a 
strong suspicion that the legal woods obstructed 
somebody's view of the trees. lie

That the Democratic party had no 
monopoly on Washington influence ped- 
dling has been demonstrated by the 
case of Warren L. Stephenson. 


Stephenson had served as secretary 
of the Eisenhower inaugural cemmit- 
tee. He has admitted, after repeated 
denials, that he had (1) obtained and 
passed on classified information about 
naval procurement bids, and (2) that 
he had solicited a $2000 monthly sal- 
ary or a 4 per cent commission from 
the California man- 
ufacturer to whom 
the information was 
transmitted. 

It was gratifying 
to learn that Cen- 
tury Engineers, 
Inc., the California 
firm solicited by 
Stephenson, instead 
reported the pro- 
posed ‘‘deal” to the 
Navy Department. 
Reputable business 
men don’t want 
that kind of busi- 
ness. 

If ali bidders on 
Government contracts were to spurn 
it, and adhere to the same standard of 
probity — the Washington influence- 
and-information racketeers would have 
no one to do business with. 


The Government is spending billions 
on armaments contracts. It is to be ex- 
pected that parasites will continue to 
flock_to the national capital to snatch 
an unearned share of the golden flood, 
by hook or by crook,. nor hesitate to 
operate on the fringe of the no man’s 
land between legitimate business and 
the underworld. 


In Stephenson's case, hearings be- 
fore the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee revealed that he received his 
“hot” information from one Stanley 
L. Bishop, described as “a business 
tipster,” whom he met at the office 
of Jon Jonkel. Jonkel will be remem-

bered as having been convicted in Bal- 
timore Criminal Court on six charges 
of violating Maryland election laws, 
while serving as campaign manager for 
John Marshall Butler when he de- 
feated Democratic Senator Millard E. 
Tydings in 1950. 


Jonkel told the House committee that 
he first met Bishop two years ago at 
the home of Natie Brown, a District of 
Columbia boxer and wrestler, who, in 
1942, had been sentenced to a maxi- 
mum prison term of four years for con- 
fessed complicity in a payroll holdup. 


While the influence-and-information 
peddler himself may’ be innocent of 
personal collusion with illicit enter- 
prises, he may be a respectable link in 
a tortuous chain leading from the 
underworld to higher-ups in Govern- 
ment departments and party councils. 


The “percenters” forfeit the loyalty 
of the party whose power they abuse 
for personal gain. The party or official 
attempting to shield suck operators will 
always be suspected of indirect implica- 
tion in the unsavory racket. 


Representative Porter Hardy Jr., of 
Virginia, a member of the House Armed 
Services Committee, administered the 
kind of tongue-lashing Stephenson de- 
served. 

He told Stephenson that his conflict- 
ing testimony left him (Hardy) with 
only one conviction—‘“that you are one 
of the biggest liars I have ever listened 
to.” Hardy then cornered the witness 
into admitting that he knew it was “to 
the disadvantage of the Gove:inment 
to disseminate information on the bids 
that had been received, prior to nego- 
tiation by the Government.” 


“Well, I would say I was indiscreet,” 
added Stephenson. 

That kind of “indiscretion,” by its en- 
couragement of indiscretion in Gov- 
ernment departments, leads to bribery, 
corruption and to clandestine “leaks.” 
to information peddlers who may not 
realize that its ultimate destination 
could be “a foreign power.”

Goggle-Diver With Glamour 

LADY WITH A — by Eugenie Clark.

In this fascinating account of the 
collection of marine specimens by 
goggle-diving there is one of the most 
illuminating glimpses ever given a 
reader into’ the 
everyday life of a 
‘modern marine sci- 
entist. 

Whot makes this 
account absorbing 
reading is the sense 
of participation Dr. 
Clark imparts to a 
reader. 

We have a clue 
to the girl’s deter- 
mination when a 
faulty hose connec- 
tion nearly caused 
her, as a student, 
to strangle for lack 
of air on her first 
helmet dive. Eugenie rested briefly, 
then dived again lest she lose her 
nerve. 

On a Fish and Wildlife Service mis- 
sion to the Philippines in 1947, she 
found herself stranded in Hawaii with- 
out a passport. Washington authorities 
never explained whether their change 
of heart came about because they 
thought a lovely, dark-eyed girl might 
distract the otherwise male contingent 
of scientists she was to accompany, or 
whether she was considered a poor se- 
curity risk because of her generous 
dash of Japanese blood. She was then 
returned to the States for the doctorate 
that would still all nervous doubts 
about a lady scientisf 

Dr. Clark’s devotion to science never 
overshadowed her human qualities. 
She banished the distrust of a native 
Guam fisherman by sharing his lunch- 
eon of raw squid—a food many of his 
own people would not eat uncooked. 
The loyalty of Siakong—the betel- 
chewing, wife-beating drunkard who 
was the best spearfisherman in the 
Palaus—was in no small part due, we 
gather, to Genie Clark’s willingness to 
face equal risks from _ barracudas, 
sharks and gigantic ‘‘man-eating”’ clams. 

But she was less highly regarded by 
the grass-skirted Ulithi women, who 
considered her shorts immodest and 
her bra superfluous. 

Dr. Clark was the first ichthyologist 
in 70 years to make any comprehensive 
study of Red Sea marine life. Never 
wholly immersed in her own scientific 
efforts, she found time to explore with 
the Marine Biological Station director, 
Dr. Gohar, the possibilities of utilizing 
the sea’s bounty of fish to increase the 
food resources of Egypt. 

This warm, lively and informative 
account of a young scientist's work and 
problems is likely to make readers so 
partisan to Genie Clark that they will 
rejoice when the Greek doctor she had 
reluctantly left in New York comes to 
Egypt to win her hand. The lady gog-

Accepting the loss of the 
three billion dollars in revenue 
involved in these two tax cuts 
not only would jeopardize plans 
for a balanced budget but might 
put more pressure on the Ad- 
ministration to propose some 
form of national sales tax. 

But a sales tax already has 
been denounced by 12 or more 
leading congressional Republi- 
cans and Democrats, including 
Reed and several Republican 
members of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

Still another complication was 
talk that more spending may be 
needed to provide a defense 
against possible Russian use of | 
hydrogen bombs. 

Where the Administration | 
could turn for funds to balance 
the budget remains to be seen. 
Secretary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey said he is study- 
ing a sales tax, among many 
other proposals, but his decision 
probably won't be announced | 
until Congress meets in Janu- | 
ary.

“I guess I’m going to have to 
play my boys blindfolded,” the 
veteran Mizzou coach said, smil- 
ing faintly at his own sense of 
humor while sizing up the Ti- 
gers’ inter-conference opponent 
in today’s game at Memorial 
Stadium. 

Stu Holcomb, Purdue’s coach 
who as a West Point assistant, 
almost took the Washington Uni- 
versity job instead seven years 
ago, didn’t help Faurot’s discom- 
fort, either, when he reported 
his squad in tiptop condition. 
“We don’t have a single injured 
player,” Holcomb said. 

The Boilermakers’ big brass 


was reported to be disappointed | 


at the prospects of playing only 
before about 22,000 spectators, 
though Faurot was quick to 
point out the Tigers’ payoff to 
the visitors per customer was 
higher than most colleges. 

The stiff battle the thin man

QUTLINES MILITARY 
NEEDS FOR DOCTORS 


Dr. Casberg Says 5000 Phy- 
sicians, 300 Dentists Will 
Be in Service. 


«Manpower demands by the 
Army, Navy and Air Force will 
reach 4 peak in the fiscal year 
beginning next July 1 and will 
require the services of 5000 doc- 
tors and 3000 dentists, Dr. Mel- 
vin A. Casberg, assistant secre- 
tary of defense, said here last 
night. 


Barring an ‘unforeseen emerg- 
ency no additional doctors or 
dentists will be drafted before 
July 1, Dr. Casberg said, be- 
cause of a large number of vol- 
untary nelistments. He spoke 
at a meeting of the St. Louis 
Medical Society at society head- 
quarters, 3839 Lindell boulevard. 

The Defense Department, in 
an effort to conserve and util- 
ize medical manpower ef- 
ficiently, will reduce the num- 
ber of physicians in the armed 
forces by next July to three for 
each 1000 men in uniform, Dr. 
Casberg predicted. The ratio 
has been 3.8 doctors te each 1000 
men in the past. 

Dr. Casberg, former dean of 
the St. Louis University School 
of Medicine, said armored vests 
worn by infantrymen in latter 
stages of the Korean war “will 
revise wound statistics dras- 
tically.” 

The vests, he said, will stop 
“anything with a velocity of less 
than 1300 feet a minute, and 75 
per cent of all projectiles fall 
in this category. This means 
we will have far more survivals 
of chest and upper body 
wounds.” 

He listed other medical ad- 
vances in Korea as better patient 
evacuation, increased mobility 
of medical and surgical teams 
and availability of blood, which 
increased the number of recov- 
eries. Despite endemic and trop- 
ical diseases in Korea, the mill- 
tary death rate was reduced 
sharply, with 2.3 fatalities for 
each 100 men wounded, com- 
pared.with a 4.5 rate in World 
War II

Federal aid to education {fs 
the “only feasible and complete 
solution” to the problem of in- 
adequate facilities in the na- 
tion’s public schools and of low 
teachers’ salaries, Carl J. Megel, 
president of the AFL American 
Federation of Teachers, said 
last night. 

Addressing the Teachers’ Fed- 
eration of St. Louls and St. 
Louis County at a dinner at 
1115 Washington avenue, Megel 
declared children attend schools 
in “garages, vacant stores, 
churches and in a building for- 
merly used as a dog kennel.”

Another speaker, Irvin R. Ku-

greater threat than Communism 
to the security of the United 
States.”

Since the spade suit might 
easily require ruffing-establish- 
ment, South cashed the spade 
ace and king, then ruffed a low 
spade with dummy’s trump jack, 
to guard against an over-ruff. 
When, however, South then 
counted up his winners, he real- 
ized that he would need a club 
trick, This realization came a 
little late! When he led the club 
king, West won and returned 
the spade jack — and dummy 
had to ruff high again to shut 
East out. The consequence was 
that South had to lose a trump 
trick to East because of all this 
high ruffing, and the contract 
was down one. 

South’s timing was not good. 
Observe how easy and safe it is 
to make four hearts: 

After South ruffs the third 
diamond lead, he should go out 
for a club trick immediate],, 
Why not? He has full control, 
and there is no immediate need 
for spade establishment. It mat- 
ters little whether West puts 
up the club ace or ducks — let's 
assume the latter. Then, having 
won his club trick, South shifts 
to spades. He cashes two top 
cards in the suit and can afford 
a high ruff in dummy of a low 
spade. His two remaining spades 
are now good, so he simply 
draws trumps, ending up in his 
own hand, of course, and cashes 
his spades to fulfill the contract. 

It is true that a 4-1 trump 
break would upset this plan, 
whereas if the missing spades 
were 3-3, South could win out 
by drawing trumps (after get- 
ting the club home) and running 
all the spades. However, a 3-2 
break of five missing cards (as 
in hearts) is substantially more 
probable than a 3-3 break of 
six missing cards (as in spades).

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


T HE recent newspaper picture — 


of a Los Angeles boy who 
was bitten 25 times by one 
dog reminds us once again that 
biting dogs, that may be or ac- 
tually are rabid, are an. ever 
present community problem. 
That this is true in our own 
St. Louis is emphasized by the 
fact that so far this year 22 
rabid dogs have been diagnosed 
by laboratory examination and 
1119 persons have registered at 
the Municipal Pasteur Clinic be- 
cause. of having been bitten by 
a dog. 


* * * 

OVER THE 10-YEAR period 
from 1943-1952, a total of 16,900 
persons reported to the Health 
Division because of a dog bite 
and 5740 (33 per cent) had to 
take the Pasteur treatment ei- 
ther because the dog in question 
was rabid, suspected of having 
rabies or a stray animal that 
couldn't be located and observed 
in order to rule out the possi- 
bility of rabies. 

Rabies can be controlled in 
the community: The first step in 
rabies control is to rid the com- 
munity of stray dogs through 
compulsory impounding and the 
humane destruction of all owner- 
less dogs. 

But it is equally important for 
all owners of dogs to safeguard 
their family, their dog, and their 
community by having their pets 
vaccinated against rabies each 
year

IF A DOG BITES YOU: 

Report to the Police depart- 
ment and the Health Division 
immediately, giving the name 
and address of the owner and a 
description of the dog. These 
two agencies will co-operate in 
locating the dog, if possible, and 
keep it under observation for 
10 days. 

If the animal is a stray dog 
try to catch it and pen it up. 
When the dog is not known or 
cannot be found the person bit- 
ten is usually advised to take the 
Pasteur treatment to be on the 
safe side. 

Wash the wound thoroughly 
with soap and water then go at 
once to your family physician 
or to the Municipal Pasteur 
Clinic, located in Room 28, Mu- 
nicipal Courts building. If the 
bite is about the head, face or 
hands it may be necessary to 
start the Pasteur treament be- 
fore the observation period is 
over.
